We have ſince ſeen 
the Nation involved in Wars, which have been, and are 
carried on without any Advantage to Britain, and even 
to the manifeſt Detriment and Diſcouragement of its 
Trade, and a great many Hanoverians taken into Eng- 
liſh Pay and Service, in a moſt extraordinary Manner, 
and at a moſt expenſive Rate ; nor could we behold, 
without Indignation, the Preference and Partiality ſhewn 
on all Occaſions to theſe Foreigners, and the notorious 
Affronts put on the Britiſh Troops, We have beheld, 
with Aſtoniſhment, an univerſal Corruption and Diſſo- 
lution of Manners, encouraged and countenanced by 
thoſe, whoſe Example and Authority ſhould have been 
employed to repreſs it, and a more than tacite Conni- 
vance given to all Irreligion and Immorality. Bribe 
and Corruption have been openly and univerſally practif. 
ed, and no Means neglected to ſeduce the great Council 
of the Nation, that it might be the more effectually en- 
flaved by thoſe who ought to be the Guardians of its 
Liberty.

Has the Nation, dur- 
ing that Period of Time, been the more happy and flou- 
riſhing for it? Have you found Reaſon to love and che- 
riſh your Governors, as the Fathers of the People of 
Great Britain and Ireland? Has a Family, upon whom 
a Faction unlawfully beſtowed a Diadem of a rightful 
Prince, retained a due Senſe of fo great a Truſt and Fa- 
vour? Have you found more Humanity and Condeſcen- 
fion in thoſe who were not born to a Crown, than in my 
Royal Forefathers ?

The Fears of the Nation from the Powers of Hanes 
and Spain, appear ſtill more vain and groundleſs.

their Subjects, when they muſt ſee ſo evidently that the 
Strength and Security of their Government depends 
wholly on the Affections of their People; and that no 
0 E King 
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King can ſit eaſy on the Britiſb Throne, after the Hearts 
of his Subjects are alienated from him, by the arbitrary 
Meaſures he purſues? Does any Man of Senſe believe 
that either France or Spain have the leaſt Concern for 
extending the Communion of the Church of Rome among 
their Neighbours, though they. are zealous to allow no 
Diſſenters from it within their own Dominions, for the 
Security of their own Government ? Will Charity ob- 
lige us to believe that the Family of Hanover, and the 
Minifters and Tools of their Government, have any o- 
ther Meaning in the Words, Proteſtant Religion, Popery 
and Slavery, &c. but to excite the Zeal of weak Minds, 
and engage them in their Quarrels againſt every Enter- 
priſe that may be deviſed for delivering the Nation out of 
the wretched State into which their Adminiſtration has 
thrown it ? Or, will Charity oblige us to believe that 
the Right Reverend Biſhop of Hereford has the Concerns 
of Religion at Heart, when he profanes the Sacred Writ 
in ſo ſcandalous a Manner, in his Letter to the Cler 
of his Dioceſe, where he addreſſes them in behalf of the 
preſent Eſtabliſnment with the Words of St. Paul, To 
fland faſt in the Liberty wherewith Chriſt hath made you 
free, &c. But ſuch Abuſes of Scripture, and every Thing 
ſacred, is no more than might be expected from Men, 
who riſe to Eccleſiaſtical Dignities by the moſt ſhameful 
Proftitution of their Votes and Service to the vileſt Mea- 
ſures of a corrupt Miniſtry, | 

On the other hand, what Anſwers are given to thoſe 
loud Complaints which have long been made on the fol- 
Jowing Articles, viz. The Money ſunk into the Elector- 
ate of Hanover, the exorbitant Taxes, the Decay of 
Trade, the Increaſe of the National Debts, the facrifice- 
ing the Lives of the Subjects in Quarrels the Nation has 
nothing to do with, the proſtituting the Strength and 
Glory of Britain to the Intereſts of that pitiful Electo- 
rate, the Danger of a Military Government, the Bribery 
in Elections, the Corruption of the Members after they 
are Choſen ; and, which is ſtill worſe, the general Cor- 
ruption, which like an epidemical Evil, has been dif- 
fuſed among all Ranks, by the Practices and Example of 
a corrupted and corrupting Miniſtry ? | 

Can any true Lover of his Country conſider ſeriouſſy 


the Juſtice and Importance of theſe Complaints, and 
not 
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not be convinced the Neceſſity is at leaſt as ſtrong, now 
as in 1688, to make a bold Attempt to fave a linking 
Nation from impending Ruin ? N 

I would not wiſh, Sir, to follow the Example of our 
Enemies, who ſtick at nothing that may throw a Re- 
proach on our Deſigns and our Conduct. To anſwer 
one Lye with another, might do well enough for the 
Populace : But as this Letter is only for you, and ſuch 
as judge like you, my Labour will be fo much the ſhorter. 

I ſhall not need to tell you, that the Prince's Army is 
not compoſed of wild and deſperate Ruffians, as a Right 
Reverend Archbiſhop has lately term'd them, but of ſome 
of the ancienteſt Nobility and Gentry, and others of 
equal Probity and Merit, however ſmall their Fortunes 
may be, and which they did not chuſe to augment at the 
Expence and Ruin of their Country, Along with theſe 


are the Highland Clans ; a People indeed hardy and cou- 


ragious to an extraordinary Degree, and at the ſame time 
ſo much under Obedience to their Chieftains (Men gene- 
rally of the greateſt Humanity and Honour, and ſeveral 
of them of the politeft Education Europe can aftord) that 
there is perhaps leſs Violence and Rapine committed by. 
them than in the moſt regular and beſt diſciplin'd Troops, 

This being the State of our Army, and theſe the Con- 
ſiderations and the Motives that have induced the Gen- 
tlemen of the Northern Parts of the Iſle to take up Arms, 
I will take the Liberty to affirm, that the Appearances 
for us are fr, and I have a particular Pleaſure in think- 
ing that my Word will paſs with you as well as moſt 
Mens. There are Times in which a Man muſt put 
ſome Value upon himſelf, and I crave the Honour of be- 
ing believed by you in any Thing I affert : You ſee in 
arguing a little with your Right Reverend Divines, I 
have not anſwered Railing with Railing. Had I call'd the 
Engliſh Clergy, The Sons of Sloth and Luxury, as they have 
call'd us, The Sans of Rapine and Violence, it would have 
ſounded well enough, but I ſhould think, it very _ 
to involve a whole Society of Men, from the Archbi op 


of Canterbury, down to the meaneſt Curate, in one ge- 


neral Accuſation. Among the Clergy there are wort 
Men, and theſe are ſafe from any Aſperſions that m 
juſtly fall on others of contrary Diſpoſitions and Practi- 
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In fine, Sir, we look upon Engliſomen as our Brethren, 
and ſhall ever eſteem thoſe among them who are of Ho- 


nour and Probity. Let them not therefore be afraid of 
us, ſince our Intentions will ever be united with theirs 


in reſcuing the Country from a foreign Yoke, and redreſ- 


fing the Grievances which the Inhabitants in general 
have ſuffered. 

1 have omitted an Infinity of Things that might have 
been brought to juſtify our Undertaking, by ſhewing the 
Hardſhips the Royal Family has undergone (together 
with the Country) in ſuch a long Tra& of Years, the 
Barbarity of ſetting a Price on the King's Head and his 
Son's; but I was unwilling to inſiſt long on ſuch Things 
as muſt be ſhocking to any Perſon of common Huma- 
nity, eſpecially one who has ſo grert an Abhorrence of 
all Injuſtice and Cruelty. 

I might have enlarged on the Qualifications of the 
Prince. I wiſh all England could ſee him. He has one 
Quality which every Heroe has not, his Readineſs ta 
** to good Advice. I might have mention'd the 

Idneſs of his Attempt in landing in the Highlands 
with only fix or feven Attendants : The ſurpriſing Suc- 
ceſs he has had fince that Time, could have ſwelled my 
Letter to a large Size. I hope we ſhall ſoon meet in 
England, and J am ever,

Countrymen and Fellow- Subjects, 
T* is with Abundance of Regret, and not without In- 
dignation, that we daily hear and fee this our Under- 


taking, which in Glory and in Diſintereſtedneſs may vye 


with any to be met with, either in ancient or modern 
Hiſtory, 
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Hiſtory, traduced, miſrepreſented and reviled in thoſe 
fulſome Addreſſes and A ſſociations made to and in fa- 
vour of the Elector of Hanover, by thoſe very Biſhops 
of the Church of England, who, for ſo many Years have 
contributed their utmoſt Endeavours to abett and ſup- 
port every Meaſure the moſt unpopular, pernicious and 
hurtful that the worſt of Miniſters, be he of what Party 
he would, could ever deviſe for the undoing of theſe 
Nations. | 

Is it from ſuch Patterns of Virtue and Piety, that the 
Nation now muſt take the Alarm? Are we by theſe old 
Bugbears of Popery, Slavery, and Tyranny, for ever to be 
hindered from purſuing our only true Intereſt ? Or, is 
the groundleſs Fear of an imaginary Evil to prevent our 
ſhaking off the heavy Yoke we daily feel. [3 

W hat further _— in the Name of GOD, can a 
People deſire for the Enjoyment of their Eccleſiaſtical 
Rights? Have not both the King and Prince a — 
ſworn in the moſt ſolemn Manner to maintain the Pro- 
teſtant Religion throughout His Majeſty's Dominions ? 
Nay more, have they not promiſed to paſs any Law 
which ſhall be thought neceſſary for the further Security 
of it? Are we not Proteſtants who now addreſs you? 
And is it not by the Strength of a Proteſtant Army that 
he muſt mount the Throne? Can any Man, or Number 
of Men, perſuade you, that we who are your Brethren, 
born in the ſame Iſland, and who have the ſame Intereſt, 
do not love ourſelves, our Religion, Laws and Liberties

What further Security can the Nature of the Thing 
admit of? You have your Prince's Promiſes, and here 
you have laid before you the Sentiments of his Army; 
who having thankfully accepted of them, are determined 
and reſolved to ſet their Country at Liberty, by eftabliſh- 
ing that glorious Plan which has been freely offered to us 
by the only rightful Prince of the Brit; Nations: And 
this muſt be done before we ſheath our Swords. 

Our Enemies have repreſented us as Men of low Birth, 
and of deſperate Fortunes. We who are now in 
Arms, are, tor the greateſt Part, of the moſt ancient Fa- 
milies of this Iſland, whoſe Forefathers aſſerted the Li- 
berties of their Country, long, long before the Names of 


many of our Declaimers were ever heard of, Our Blood 
= is 
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is good, and that our Actions ſhall make appear. If our 
Fortunes be not great, our Virtue has kept them low; 
and deſperate we may be truly called ; for we are deter- 
mined to conquer or die. | 

The Juſtice therefore of the Cauſe we now appear for, 
the Intereſt of the Nation which we ſupport and purſue, 
and the glorious Character of our Royal Leader, may 
each by itſelf, or all together, abundantly convince the 
Nation, that now at laſt there appears an happy and un- 
foreſeen Opportunity of acquiring all theſe Bleſſings which 
a diſtreſt Nation has been fo long wiſhing for in vain. 

This golden Opportunity we have laid hold of; and in 
Juſtice to ourſelves and Fellow · Subjects, are obliged thus 
to appriſe them of the Uprightneſs of our Intentions, in 
carrying into Execution a Scheme calculated and adapt- 
ed to thoſe Principles of Liberty, which the true Lovers 
of their Country have been poliſhing and refining for 
theſe many Years paſt, 

Perhaps you may find Fault that you were not appriſed 
of this Undertaking. No more were we, GOD has 
conducted, the Prince of Hales has executed; and we 
are thereby in Poſſeſſion of Scatland, and victorious over 
one of the Elector's Armies, which nothing could have 
ſaved from total Deſtruction, but the Authority and Mer- 
cy of a young Conqueror, poſſeſt of all the ſhining Vir- 
tues which can adorn a Throne, and who may challenge 
the keeneſt Enemy of his Royal Family to impute to him 
a Vice which can blacken the Character of a Prince. 
Compare his Clemency towards all the Priſoners and 
wounded, at the Battle of G/ad/muir, with the Executi- 
ons, Impriſonments and Baniſhments exerciſed by the 
German Family after their Succeſs at Preſton in the Year 
1715, and your Affections will tell you, who is the true 
Father of the People. | 

We have hitherto only ſpoke to your Intereſts ; when 
his Royal Highneſs comes himſelf amongſt you, let his 
Appearance, his Moderation, his Affability, his Tender- 
neſs and Affection for thoſe he can truly call his Coun- 
trymen, ſpeak to your Paſſions ; then you, who, at the 
Inſtigation of your Enemies, are now arming for the De- 
fence, as you imagine, of your reſpective Communities, 
will be able to judge, from whom you will have the beſt 

Reaſon to expect Protection. Thus far we can take up- 
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on us to promiſe, in his Highneſs's Name, that ſuch # 
ſhall make no Reſiſtance to our Troops, though before 
our Arrival they may have been levying War againſt us, 
may nevertheleſs depend upon the moft ample Security 
for their Perſons and Eſtates, provided, by a timely 
Surrender of their Arms, they put it in our Power to 
protect them againſt the Fury of the Army: And how 
fooliſh will it be, after this Aſſurance, for any City, Cor- 


poration or Country, to attempt to make Head againſt 


the combined Force of a whole Nation, collected in a 
numerous Army, and fluſhed with Succeſs ?=—— Tf any 
Misfortune therefore enſue from a Diſregard of this Ad- 
monition, we of his Royal Highneſs Army declare our 
ſelves free of all Blame therein. 

It is Time for you now, O Countrymen, to lay aſide 
all Animoſities, all Diſtinctions of Families or Names, 
and to confine your Thoughts only to the Intereſt of theſe 
Kingdoms, connecting with them as you go along the 
Sentiments you had a few Years ago. 

What Tranſport of Joy would the Bulk of the Brit 
Nation have felt upon a certain remarkable and never to 
be forgotten Period in our Political Hiſtory (that great 
Change of Miniſtry which happened not long ago, when 
the Cries of a diſtreſſed People, ſupported by the Intereſt 
and Influence of powerful, though defigning Men, ac- 
compliſhed the Ruin of a mighty Minifter ; ) how great 
would have been your Joy, had you then had from the 
Elector of Hanoter ſuch a Declaration, as that emitted 
the Tenth of this Month by his Royal Highneſs, the Heir 
and Repreſentative of our natural and only rightful So- 
vereign ? N ; 

Is it poſſible to conceive the univerſal. Satisfaction 
which ſuch a Declaration would have occaſioned, unlefs 
we judge of it by our fatal Diſappointment? We leave. 
it to yourſelves to make the Application. <— As it is 
not our Intention here to ſet forth the domeſtick Grie- 
vances of the Nation, nor the ſcandalous Preference 
ſhewed upon all Occaſions to a pitiful foreign Concern z 
for as we addreſs ourſelves chiefly to the Friends of Li- 
berty, and the Conſtitution, we ſuppoſe you all abun- 
dantly inſtructed in them: Nor would it ſerve but to 
lengthen this Letter, to enumerate the many Promiſes 


contained in the King's and Prince's Declarations and 


 Manifeſto's 
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Manifeſto's to his Subjects upon this Occafion : We have 
abundantly explained our own Motives for now apptar- 
ing in Arms, and wouid willingly uſe a little ſerious Ex- 
poſtulation with you, Gentlemen, who intend to oppoſe 
us. | 

What then, in the Name of GO D, do you propoſe 

/ to yourſelves? Is it alſo the Intereſt of Great Britain and 
Ireland! Or, is it the Support of the Elector of Hane- 
ver's Family in the Succeſhon to the Crown of theſe 
Realms ? If your Armaments proceed from the firſt of 
theſe Motives, tell us what a Prince can do more to 
make you a free and happy People? What Security can 
you have more than his Word, and his Army's Guaran- 
tee, until the Nation ſhall have Time abundantly to ſe- 
cure themſelves by Parliament? 

If you be ſatisfied with the Promiſes made you and 
the Security of the Performance, do you diſapprove of 
this Method of bringing about the Execution by Force 
of Arms? If you do, be ſo good as ſuggeſt another e- 
qually efficacious, 

That by Parliament indeed, would have been univer- 
fally the moſt acceptable; but we cannot be ſo infatuated 
as to remain in eternal Bondage; unleſs a Parliament, 
compoſed of Hirelings, ſhould ſet us at Liberty; nor 
have we any Hopes, that the Elector will {trip himſelf 
of that pecuniary Influence, by which alone he has car- 
ried, over the Bellies of the Nation, every deſtructive 
Meaſure. 

On the other Hand, if the Diſpute is to be, whe- 
ther the Stuart or Hanoverian Family ſhall reign over 
Great Britain, without Reference to the Intereſt of the 
Nation, we need uſe no other Argument than the Sword 
with ſuch as ſhall oppoſe us upon thoſe Principles. 

To conclude, we deſire to lay this important Queſtion 
before you in a new Light.

When indeed the firſt Tranſport of your Joy would 
be over, for you are not to expect that theſe Hulcyon 
Days are ever to remain, you might perhaps find to your 
fatal Experience; that the Conftitution of your Country 
was not in the leaſt improved, and upon the Return of 
the unavoidable Conſequences of thoſe Evils all along 
complained of, and which now you have fo fair an Op- 
portunity of h4ving redreſſed, you would at laſt be ſen- 
fible, that we were thoſe, who, in Truth, deferved the 
Appellation of Deliverers, Patriots, and ProteQtors of 
the Britih Liberty. But this laſt Part of our Letter is 
addreſſed only to ſuch, as we expect to meet with in a

As this is, I hope, the 
Caſe with you; and as the Nature and Deſign of your 
high Office makes you an Inſtructor of the Ignorant, 
* and a Helper of the Joy (though it gives you no Do- 
© minion over our Faith) of Chriſtians,” your Grace 
will forgive me to lay before you ſome of the Difficulties 
which occurred to me upon reading that Paper: Diffi- 
culties that muſt be removed e'er I can with Safety to my 
Soul, enter into the Aſſociation propoſed : For I am 
convinced, That whatever is not done in Faith (or a full 
Perſuaſion of the Lawfulneſs of what we do) is Sin; and 
that Bonds and Combinations of ſuch Importance ought 
to be entered into. very adviſedly, and (as good Men come 
to the higheſt Sacrament, that of Chriſt's Body and 
Blood) with a firm Truſt in GOD's Mercy, and with a 
quiet Conſcience.

I am not unacquainted with the CharaQter you have 
acquired by ee 13r1xtth and other Endowments ; nor 
with that awful Regard which is due to your Place and 
Dignity. I would not willingly fall ſhort in the ReſpeRs 
due to either ; and therefore, if this Letter is found writ- 
ten with leſs Ceremony than you are accuſtomed to meet 
with, from People below your own Rank, I beg your 
Grace will aſcribe it to my Zeal for Truth, and for the 
Honour of the Church of England, which I cannot ſee 
affronted and abuſed by her own Members, of what Or- 
der ſoever, without juſt Concern, and even ſome Mix- 
ture of Indignation. 

From the Paper before me, I humbly conceive, your 
Grace has not been duly informed of ſome Facts you have 
ventured to affirm. You have ſhewed a Diſpoſition to 
renounce and give up ſome of the Jiſtinguiſhiog Doc- 


trines of the Church over which you prefide ; and which 
you have ſworn to maintain : And indeed, throughout 
the Whole of your pathetick Exhortation, there-appears 
more of the Soldier, than of the Biſhop ; more. of- the 
Spirit of Elias, than of Jeſus Chriſt, — 
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I was forry to find your Grace's Temper ſo foon ruf- 
fled, and your Zeal getting ſo much the Aſcendant of 
your Charity. The Wrath of Man worketh not the Righte-' 
ouſneſs of God z and yet you are not got beyond the third 
Paragraph of your Diſcourſe, when you are very angry 
with the Scots Army, whom (in your Paſſion) you repre-- 
ſent as a Set of wild and deſperate Ruffians. A hard. 
Name, intended, no doubt, to convey into your Audi- 
ence a very unfavourable Idea of thoſe Men, and to ſtrike 
the utmoſt Abhorrence. Sure, your Grace has not known, 
that the beſt Blood of Scotland is in that whe £ and that 
many of the Nobility and Gentlemen of that Kingdom (as 
illuſtrious by their many Virtues, as by their Birth and 
Quality) have judged it their Duty to attend that Stand- 
ard, or you would not have branded them with fuch 
Terms of Reproach and Ignominy. I muſt, therefore, 
ſuppoſe, your Grace had none in view but Highlanders, 
when you gave that bad Character: And even to them it 
wilt not apply : If you had repreſented them as Men 
bold, hardy, and enterpriſing, accuſtomed to Hardſhip 
and Fatigue, fearleſs of Danger, under ftrong Convicti- 
ons of the Juſtice of their Cauſe, and reſolved to con- 
quer, or die in the Attempt, you had done them Juſtice ; 
but to ſcold them as Raſcals, and Ruffians, was not fair 
Dealing, either with reſpect to them or your Audience, 
If my Arformation is juſt, as I have Reaſon to think it is, 
they are Men very different from what you would have 
us believe them. If the Glenco Men could march cloſe 
by theEarl of Stairs's Houſe, without hurting a Chicken, 
even where they had Ground for all the Reſentment which 
the Remembrance of a bloody Maſſacre could inſpire z if 
there has ſcarce one of that Army been ſeen drunk, or 
heard to ſwear an Oath ; if, before the late Action, while 
General Cope's Troops were blaſpheming, the Highland- 
ers were devoutly fending up their Prayers to GOD, for 
his Direction and Aſſiſtance; and, after the Action, they 
returned their Thanks to Heaven, aſcribing all the Glo- 
ry of a compleat Victory to the great GOD of Battles, 
to whom they acknowledged it due : If all this is true, 
as I am well aſſured it is, your Grace had better ſpared 
thoſe Terms of Reproach. At any Rate, my Lord,

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Church, ſaluted, his Betrayer with the ſoft Compellation 
of Friend; and, if the pa) of the Churches would 
copy from the Angels in Heaven, your Grace might have 
learned better Temper and greater Decency, from St.

But, to pak this, as only a Failure in the Decorum 
Nan dine your exaltad tation, your next Paragraph pre- 
ents us with ſomething worſe; no leſs. than a glaring 
Departure from Truth and comman Honeſty.

your (race tells us of 5 certain Evidence which eyery 
Day opens more and more, that theſe Commotions in 
© 'the North, are but Part of a great Plan concerted. for 
our Ruin; and that they have begun under the CGoun- 
© .tepance, and will be ſupported by the Forces of France 
© and Spain.” The ſhoxteſt and moſt ſatisfying Anſwer, 
to this Charge, will be, to give you the Teſtimony of one 
who muſt be allowed to know better than you the fecret 
rings of this Undertaking, and what Encouragement 
have from foreign Powers; and whoſe Authority 
muſt be acknowledged not inferior to any upon Earth. 
In your Grace will not deny, that the Word of 2 
Prince is equal to that of a Biſhop. In a Declaration of 
the Intention of his Royal Highneſs, given at his Palace 
of Holyrood- Houſe the 30th Inſtant, after he has folemn- 
ly promiſed, before Almighty GOD, upon the Faith of 
a Chriſtian, and the Honour of a Prince, to maintain 
the Religion, Laws and Liberties of his People ; not tq 
impoſe upon any a Religion which they diſlike, but to ſe» 
dure them all jo the Enjoyment of thoſe which are re- 
ſpectiyely at preſent eſtabliſhed; amongſt them, either in 
England, Scotland, or Ireland; even to refer the Qonlty 
deration of the National Debt (tho? contracted under an 
unlawful Goyernment) to the Repreſentatives of the Na- 


ion; and, in general, to refuſe! nothing that a Free 


Parliament can aſk for the Security of the Religion, 
Laws and Liberties of his People: After all this, he adds

Soul from lying Lips, and from a deceitful Tongue. M 
Lord, I am not accuſtomed to deſpiſe Dominions, or peak 
Evil of Dignitizes. Though T am convinced in my Con- 
ſcience, the reigning Prince has no good Right to the 
Throne he fits on; yet I conſider him as a Gentleman, 
a Prince, a Relation of our true and natural King (tho? 
very diſtant, more than fifty Removes from being the 
neareſt in Blood to the Crown); and therefore would 
not have choſen to uſe Freedoms with his Character, nor 
to have brought forth unfavoury Truths of his Admini- 
ftration, if you had not forced me to it.

Se Morning came Advice 1 den, Tg his 
Excellency Lt. General Hawley came up Wer 
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Rebels on Friday the 17th current. And as the follows 
ing Account of the Action betwixt his Majeſty's Forces 
and the Rebel Army, about a Mile to the Weſtward of 
Falkirk, was tranſmitted to us this Morning, we are de- 


fired to publiſh it Verbatim, viz. 


' Thurſday laſt the Army, under General Hawley, hays 
ing aſſembled near Falkirk, encamped to the Weſtward 
of that Place, and about One o'Clock on Friday there 
were repeated Informations of the Intelligence that Morn« 
ing received, that the Rebels were Tai by the 
South Side of the Torweod towards Dunipace. heſs Ac- 
counts being confirmed, the Army was immediately 
drawn up in order of Battle, and marched Southward ta 
meet them, ; 

The Action began Half an Hour after Three, The 
Dragoons made the Attack with the Appearance of great 
Reſolution, but, upon receiving the firſt Fire, retired 
towards the Right, and many of them fled ; this, with 
a violent Storm of Wind and Rain, which blowed full in 
the Face of the Troops, put the Foot of the Left Wing 
in great Diſorder. This Confuſion being immediately 
perceived by the Officers on the Right, they, without 
Loſs of Time, matched to ſtop the Progreſs of the Re- 
bels, which they effectually did; and by their good Con- 
duct, and the Alertneſs of ſome Corpſe, drove them b 
a continued Fire from the Field with the utmoſt Preci- 
pitation. In the mean time the diſordered Infantry was 
rallied. The Rebels gave them nothing to do. The Right 
Wing was entire Maſters of the Field, where the Whole 
of the Troops continued till it was near dark, a full 
Hour after all Firing was ceaſed ; but finding that the 
Rain had greatly ſpoiled their Arms and Ammunition, 
it was judged proper to purſue their Advantage no far- 
ther ; and for want of Proviſions and Ammunition, the 
4 marched that Night to Linlithgow, and continued 
its March next Day to Edinburgh. 

The Loſs of the Regular Troops, by the beſt Compu- 
tation, does not exceed 200; and by all Accounts the 
Rebels have at leaſt loſt double that Number. 

The Regiments that moſt diſtinguiſhed themſelves, 
were Barrel's and Ligonier's Foot. | 
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We hear that ſeveral of the Officers taken at the Bat- 
tle of Gladſmuir, and confined in the Houſe of Glammis, 
Sc. are come to this Town. 


In the ſame News-Paper there is the Elector's Speech 


from the Throne, containing the following Paſſage, viz. 


The precipitate Flight of the Rebels from this Part of my 
Kingdom, before a ſmall Number of my Troops, muſt greatly 
diſpirit their Followers. Now, it is notorious to all 
England, That from the Time the Loyal Army under 
the Prince Regent advanced within Reach of their unna- 
tural Enemies, Theſe fled with Precipitation from Con- 


gleton- Stone, and Newcaſile Under- line; and continued 


their precipitate Flight, breaking down the Bridges behind 
them, till His Royal Highneſs thought fit to return from 
Derby into Scotland, 

He returned by ſlower Marches than he advanced, 
halted a whole Day at Pre/ton, and another at Lancaſter, 
This indeed gave Time to the Rebels Cavalry to recover 
their Spirits, and face about : They accordingly came up 
with our Rear at Penrith, but were ſo well received, that 
they did not think proper to diſturb us any more, tho' 
we halted again at Carl ſie. 

When we came to Scotland, we found Followers, e- 
nough to double our Numbers; and how far they were 
diſpirited, let thoſe who durſt look 'em in the Face near 
Falkirk, and had the good Luck to ſurvive it, give an 
Account, if they can venture to do it, after the ſevere 
Orders publiſhed to the contrary. 

It is not unnatural to ſuppoſe, that theſe wonderful 
Narratives dropt from the ſame fruitful Imagination, to 
which we are indebted for the following Pieces, viz. Fa- 
ther Graham's genuine Letter Jem Perth ! The young Che- 
valier's Levee at Edinburgh ! George Kelly's Speech to the 
French King ! The Duke of Perth's Harangue in a Council 
of War at Brampton | — cum multis aliis. 


A SHORT NARRATIVE of the BATTLE of 
FALKIRK. 

| Falkirk, Fan. 17, 1746. 

Je ARLY this Morning, his Royal Highneſs CHARLES, 


Prince Regent (having left his Grace the Duke of - 


Perth, with ſeveral Battalions, to puſh on the Siege — 
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the Caftle of Stirling) drew up his Army in Line of Bat» 
tle, a Mile Eaſt from Bannockburn, which was the Head 
Quarters, being inform'd, that the Enemy, who were 
encamp'd at four Miles Diſtance, a little below the 
Town of Falkirk, were advancing to give him Battle: 
But finding about Mid-day they did not move, he re- 
ſolved, in a Council of War, to march and attack them. 
And immediately Lord George Murray marched at the 
Head of the Army in two Columns, holding above the 
Torwood ; as the high Road, leading from Stirling to 
Falkirk, was too narrow. The Army paſt the Water of 
Carron at Duniepace, the two Columns keeping always 
an equal Diſtance of about two hundred Yards ; they 
were then in Sight of the Enemy, being about two Miles 
and an Half diſtant. At the ſame time Lord John 
Drummond, who commanded the Left Wing, had gone 
with moſt of the Horſe, to reconnoitre the Enemy, and 
made a Movement, as intending to march the Highway 
thro the Torwood. 5-47 

The two Columns continued their March withou 
the leaſt Stop, and went up the Hill of Falkirk to take 
the Advantage of the Wind and riſing Ground. The 
Enemy were perceived to be in Motion from the Time 
we paſt the Water, and were marching up the Hill, 
Their Cavalry being in their Front and a good Way 
before them, had now taken Poſſeſſion of a riſing 
Ground oppoſite to our Right, and within half Cannon- 
ſhot ; upon which we immediately formed, being be- 
twixt three and four o'Clock in the Afternoon. As it 
was believed their Foot were forming cloſe behind them, 
Orders were given by his Royal Highneſs for the firſt 
Line to march ſoftly forwards (the ſecond Line keeping 
the uſual Diſtance) to drive them from that Eminence; 
which was. done accordingly, with the utmoſt Regularity 
and Exactneſs; for when they were within Piſtol-ſhot, 
the Dragoons bore down towards us at the Trott, in or- 
der to break us ; then our Men gave Part of their Fire 
ſo a propos, that they entirely broke them, doing great 
Execution. | 

So ſoon as our Men who had fired their Muſkets again 
(which they did in their March) they advanced to attack 
the Infantry: But the Ground was ſo unequal, being 
interſperſed with Riſings and Hollows, that they could 

not 
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not perceive what was doing on their Left, only heard 
the Firing upon that Side. | 

Our Left not being fully formed when the Attack be- 
gan on the Right, a conſiderable Body of the Enemy's 

orſe came up alſo, to attack them; but receiving Part 
of their Fire, they broke and run off. Their Infantry 
coming in upon that Side with fix Pieces of Cannon, 
were attack'd by ſome Battalions, who receiving the 
Fire of the Enemy, went in, Sword-in- Hand, and drove 
them down the Hill with great Impetuoſity and Slaugh- 
ter : But not perceiving our Right (by reaſon of the 
Unevenneſs of the Ground) they made a Stop till ſuch 
Time as the two Wings ſhould join to the Centre, and 
the ſecond Line come up. 

His Royal Highneſs, who was moſtly in the Centre, 
(attended by the French Ambaſſador) and whoſe Atten- 
tion was turned to all Parts, ſeeing that the Enemy had 
outlined us in the Left Wing, ſent Brigadier Stapleton 
and the Pickets of the Iriſb Brigade, with ſome other 
Troops, to take up that Space upon the Left. 'Then the 
whole Army marched down towards the Enemy, who 
were retreating on all Sides in great Diſorder : But by 
reaſon of the Unevenneſs of the Ground, and Night 
coming on, with great Wind and Rain, they could not 
overtake them, as they were poſitively ordered to keep 
their Ranks. Had the Enemy ftaid a Quarter of an 
Hour longer on the Ground, they muſt have inevitably 
been cut to Pieces; however they went off with the ut- 
moſt Precipitation, and were juſt got to the Eaſt End of 
the Town of Falkirk, when Lord John Drummond enter'd 
on that Side, Lord George Murray in the Middle, and 
Lochiel in the Weſt End. Lord John Drummond was 
lightly wounded in the Arm by a Muſket Shot at the 
End of the Town, by one of the Soldiers, whom he was 
taking Priſoner. 

We took ſeven Pieces of Cannon, conſiſting of two 
large ones, and five Field Pieces, all of Braſs, ſeveral 
Mortars and Coehorns, with a great Number of Shells, 
all their Ammunition, Waggons, * Tents, three Stand- 


 # Which we found almoſt all tanding, few of them having 
been conſumed by the Firs which they had themſelves ſet to 


their Camp, 


ards, 
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ards, two Stand of Colours, many ſmall Arms, their Bag 
gage, Clothing, and generally every Thing they had not 
burnt. or deſtroy'd. We made above ſeven hundred 
Priſoners, beſides Officers: And we reckon above ſix 
hundred were killed in the Field of Battle, beſides what 
we are told were drowned in fording the River Carron. 

We had not above forty Men killed on our Side, among 
which were two or three Captains, and ſome. ſubaltern 
Officers. There was near double that Number wound- 
ed, amongſt whom was youngLochiel, on the Ankle, but 
ſo lightly, that it did not hinder him from marching in 
purſuit of the Enemy, to the Town of Falkirk, His 
Brother was likewiſe wounded. | | 

His Royal Highneſs's firſt Care, early next Morning, 
was to ſend up to the Field of Battle to cauſe to bury the 
Dead, as well thoſe of the Enemy, as our own People 3 
and ſome of their Officers, that could be diſtinguiſh'd, 
(of which it is ſaid are Sir Robert Monro and Col. Whit- 
ney) were brought down to the Town, to be decently in- 
terred, in the ſame manner as our own Officers were. 

Had not the Night come on, and ſo ſtormy, his Royal 
Highneſs's Army would have got betwixt them and Lin- 
lithgow, and would have utterly deſtroy'd them. All the 
Officers, and private Men, behaved with invincible 
Courage ; and the Order which they kept in their 
Marching and Attack, ſurprized even the Officers who 
had been in the former and preſent Wars abroad. 

The lriſþ Officers were of vaſt Uſe, in going through 
the different Poſts of the Army, and aſſiſting in the va- 
rious Diſpoſitions that were made.

H! 8 Royal Highneſs entered England, Friday the 8th 
Day of November, in the Evening, and quartered at 
Reding, all Night. a nam 
The gth, His Royal Highneſs paſſed the Water of Eden 
at Recklzy, about T'wo in the Afternoon, with the firſt 


Column, 
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Column, and quartered that Night in the Villages Weſt 
from Carliſſe. | 
The next Morning, being Saturday the roth, Carlifle 
was blockaded on all Hands, and the Cannon were 
brought up, in order to raiſe a Battery that Night, but 
Intelligence being come, that General Jade was march- 
Ing twards Carlifle, His Royal Highneſs went early on 
onday the 11th, to Brampton, being ſeven Miles on the 
Road to Neweaſtle, in order to meet Marſhal Wade's Ar- 
my, and give him Battle: But, after waiting there two 
Days, and having certain Intelligence that the Troops 
near Newcaſile declined coming forward, His Royal 
Highneſs ordered Carliſle to be again blockaded, which 
was done accordingly by Half of the Army on Wadne/- 
day Night, being the 13th, whilſt his Royal Highneſs 
continued with the other Half at Brampton, as the moſt 
convenient Poſt to attack the Enemy, had they ventured 
to relieve —_ The Trenches were opened that 
Night at about Muſket-ſhot from the Walls of the Town, 
about Midway betwixt the Eng/zfh and Scots Ports, and 
thirteen Cannon were brought up, in order to batter the 
'Town ; but this was prevented by the Town's Capitulat- 
ing on Thurſday the 14th, and his Royal Highneſs's 
Troops took Poſſeſſion of the Town and Caſtle on Friday 
Morning, after the Town got full Security for their Li- 
berties, &c, according to the Capitulation. During both 
Times that Carliſſe was blockaded, there was but one 
Man killed, and one wounded. The Militia that ſerved 
in Carliſte, all the Inhabitants of the City, as well as the 
Neighbourhood, can teſtify the exact Difcipline of his 
Royal Highneſs's Army, who paid for every Thing. A} 
the Subjects were protected in the full Enjoyment of 
their Liberties and Properties, 
His Royal Highneſs, with his Army, halted at Carliſſe, 
and the Neighbourhood, till the 20th, of November, which 
Day the Van marched to Penrith. 
The 21ſt, the Van went to Shap, and the main Body 
came to Penrith. | 
The 22d, the Van marched to Nendal, and the main 
Body halted at Penrith. | 
he 23d, the main Body came to Kendal. 
The 24th, the Van marched to Lancaſter, and the 
main Body halted at Arnda!, N Tha 
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The 25th, the Van marched to Preſton, and the main 

Body to Lance/ter. 

he 26th, the Van paſſed Prefon, and quartered at the 
Village on the other Side of the Bridge, and the main 
Body came to Prefton. 

The 27th, the whole Army halted. 

The 28th, marched to Miggan, and the Villages near 
to it. | 

The 29th, all the Army marched to Mancheſter, halted 
there the goth. | 

The 1ft, December, the Army marched to Macclesfield. 

The 2d, the Van marched to Congleton (within nine 
Miles of Newcaſtle Under-Line) where the main Body of 
the Duke of Cumberland's Army lay, from which a 
tachment was ſent towardsNewce/tle for Intelligence, and 
within three Miles of that Place, the ſaid Detachment 
took Mr. Hear (or Wer) their Principal Spy, Priſoner, 
and brought him to Congleton, upon which the Duke of 
Cumberland's Army retired to Litchfield. The Prince Re- 
gent having Intelligence of his Retreat from Neweaflle 
Under-Line, marched for Derby by Aſhburn. 

The zd, the Van marched to Aſhburn by Leek. The 
main Body reſted the 2d at Macclesfield, and marched the 
3d to Leek, And, 

The 4th, the whole Army went to Derby, where they 
ſtayed all the 5th; and in a Council of War held in his 
Royal Highneſs's Preſence, Diſpatches of Importance be- 
ing received, it was reſolved to return to Scotland ; and 
the next Day, being the 6th, they returned to Aſbburn. 

The 7th, they marched to Leek, and on the 8th to 
Macclesfield. 

The gth, the whole Army marched to Mancheſter. 

TT he 10th, they marched to H/iggan, and the 11th, to 
Preſton, where they halted the 12th. | 

The 13th, marched to - Lancaſter, halted the 14th 5 
which Day a reconnoitring Party took two of the Duke 
of Cumberland's Men, called Rangers. 

The 15th, marched to Kendal. 

The 16th, the main Body of the Army was at Shap, 
but the Rear Guard were obliged to ſtop at a Farm four 
Miles from Kendal, by Reaſon that a great many of the 
Carriages, and -particularly the 'four-wheeled Waggons, 
in which was Part of the Ammunition, could, gs bo 

war 
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warded becauſe of the Steepneſs of the Hill, and Badneſs 
of the Road : But ſmall Carts being got next Day, 
and the Ammunition being ſhifted from the broken 
Waggons, they came that Night to Shap, being the 17th, 
the main Body having gone to Penrith that Day. 

The 18th, the Rear Guard joined the main Body at 
Penrith in the Evening. They ſaw ſeveral Parties of the 
Enemy that Day, but upon the Approach of the Rear- 
Guard they always retired : Tho' once, a conſiderable 
Body of Light-Horſe formed upon the Road, in order to 
ſtop their Proceeding ; but, upon ſome of the Highlanders 
throwing their Plaids, and running to attack them, they 
went off at the Gallop, and ſhewed that Horſe could run 
faſter than Men, one of them only having been killed, 
After the Baggage was ſent to Penrith, a Battalion of 
Foot and ſome Horſe, went thro' Lord Lond/dale's Parks 
of Lo»wther, thinking to find ſome of the Light- Horſe a- 
bout his Houſe, as he was Lord Lieutenant of the Coun- 
ty : Accordingly ſome of them were ſeen at a Diſtance, 
but rode off upon ſight of the Highlanders Some Shots 
were fired after them. At the fame time, ſome Parties 
fcouring the Parks, took a Running Footman of the Duke 
of Cumberland's, and another Perſon cloathed in Green, 
who appeared to be an Officer ; who informed that the 
Duke of Cumberland was within a Mile, with about 
4000 Horſe and Dragoons, beſides Light-Horſe and Mi- 
litia ; upon which Lord George Murray, who always 
commanded the Rear Guard, took Poſſeſſion of a Village 
called Clifton, being a Mile from Lord Lonſdale's Houſe, 
upon the Highway to, and two Miles ſhort of Penrith, 
By that Time, the Enemy form'd upon an open Muir, 

facing Clifton, and within half Cannon-ſhot ; where they 
continued for a conſiderable Time: At laſt, about an 
Hour after Sun-ſet, they diſmounted ſeveral of their Dra- 
goons, who came to the Bottom of the Muir, and lin'd 
the Hedges and Ditches that were next to it. There 
was a pretty ſmart Fire on both Sides, for above half an 
Hour ; but at laſt the Dragoons firing very faſt, a Bat- 
talion of Highlanders was ordered down Sword in Hand 
upon them, with Orders to drive them from their Poſts, 
but not to advance upon the Muir. Accordingly th 
went on with the greateſt Alacrity and Swiftneſs, and "4 
ter paſſing two Hedges, drove them from the third, which 
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was the laſt of all, and then returned, as they were or- 
dered, to their former Poſts. But twelve of the High- 
danders having paſt the Bottom Ditch, and run up the 
Muir, are ſtill a- miſſing, which is the whole Loſs on their 


Side. How many of the Dragoons were killed and 


wounded is uncertain ; but by ſeveral Circumſtances, 
ſuch as Broad-Swords taken from the Dragoons, and the 


- Report of the Wounded dreſſed at Penrith next Day, 


cannot be leſs than a Hundred. 

2 being come now on, both Sides retired. The 
four Battalions of Highlanders joined the main Body at 
Penrith, the next Day, being the 19th, the whole Army 
arrived at Carliſſe, 3 they left a Garriſon; and the 
20th, paſt the Water of Est, which was very high, about 
Three of the Clock in the Afternoon. All this Time 
the Enemy never appeared ; what they met with near 
Penrith had diſguſted them from too near an Approach 
of his Royal Highneſs's Army, which quartered in two 
different Columns that Night ; the one with his Royal 
Highneſs at Annan, and the other at Ecclefechan. 

It is certain, that by all Accidents, ſuch as Deaths, by 
Sickneſs {of which *tis believed there were more in one 
Day in General Wade's Army, than was in fix Weeks in 
his Royal Highneſs's Army) and the People that went 
aſtray in plundering (which notwithſtanding all the Of- 
ficers were able to do, could not be entirely prevented) 
and were not heard of again, that his Royal Highneſs's 
Army did nat loſe forty Men in the Expedition, includ- 
ing the Twelve at Penrith. Upon the Whole, never 
was a March performed with more Chearfulneſs, and ex- 
ecuted with greater Vigour and Reſolution ; which (next 
to the viſible Protection of Almighty GOD) was owing 
to the Example ſhewn by his Royal Highneſs, who al- 
ways marched on Foot at the Head of his Men. |

Friends, Countrymen, and Fellow- Citizens, 
I Efteem it a Duty incumbent upoa me to acquaint 
you with che Reaſons that induced me to eſpouſe the 
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Cauſe of my Royal Maſter, King James III. and dedi- 
cate the Remainder of my Life to his Service, and the 
Proſperity of the . amily. The Proceedings be- 
gun againſt me in England, and the partial Severity of 
thoſe in whoſe Hands I left the Management of my 
Eſtate, renders it neceſſary for me to publiſh the Mo- 
tives of my Actions, in order to be juſtified from the 
ſcandalous Aſperſions of my Enemies, who wou'd put 
the moſt odious and ridiculous Colours upon every Part 
of my Conduct, and repreſent the Dictates of Honour 
and Conſcience as the Effects of Raſhneſs and Folly. 
I ſhall firſt begin with exprefling the greateſt Ls 
to the Memory of the beſt of Fathers. I have endea- 
voured to model my Life according to the Principles he 
gave me, as the unerring Guide to direct my Steps in 
every publick, as well as private Action. He taught me 
thoſe Notions of Government that tend to the preſerv- 
ing of Liberty in its greateſt Purity. When he extoll'd 
the unfortunate Revolution of 1688, he repreſented Tri- 
ennial Parliaments as the greateſt Bulwark againſt Ty- 
ranny and Arbitrary Power ; the being freed of a ſtand- 
ing Army, in Time of Peace, was eſteemed by him a 
Blefling the Prince of Orange had introduced amongſt us, 
the Security of the Church of England, the Liberty of 
the Preſs, and the condemning the Right of a Diſpenſing 
Power in the Crown, were other Arguments that he 
-uſed to employ, in order to juſtify theDethroning his late 
_ Majeſty, Imbib'd with theſe Principles, I entered upon 
the Stage of Life, when I ſoon beheld the Triennial 
Act repealed, Standing Armies, and Martial Law, eſta- 
bliſhed by Authority of Parliament; the Convocation 
of the Clergy prevented meeting; the orthodox Mem- 
bers of the Church diſcouraged ; Schiſm, Ignorance and 
Atheiſm become the only Recommendations to Eccleſi- 
aſtical Benefices ; both Houſes of Parliament filled with 
the corrupt Tools of the Court ; the Nation overwhelm- 
<d with exorbitant Taxes; the Honour and Treaſure of 
England ſacrificed, to enlarge the Dominions of Hano- 
ver; German beggarly Favourites, trampling on the an- 
tient Nobility ; the Act of Limitation diſregarded ; the 
Liberty of the Preſs aboliſhed, and the Conſtitution of 
England thrown into the Mould of Corruption, to be 
moulded according to the arbitrary Pleaſure of Uſurpa- 
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tion. When I reflected on theſe dreadfut Scenes, I ftw 
the Reaſons which my Father gave for ſupporting of the 
Hanever Succeſhon fall to the Ground; and thoſe who 
follow the Maxims of the old Whigs, are obliged to re- 
fiſt ſuch deſtructive Tyranny, unleſs they forget their 
Principles, and grow obdurate in Guilt, and tenacious 
in Iniquity. Fired with Indignation, I reſolved to follow 
my Father's Example, and endeavour to ſtem this Cur- 
rent of Miſery. I turned my Thoughts on the King, as 
the moſt natural Deliverer from Foreign Tyranny. 'The 
great Care that had been taken by my Governors to ter- 
rify me from the Idea of a Reſtoration, by the moſt falſe 
and ſcandalous Aſperſions that were caſt on his Majeſty's 
Perſon and Intentions, determined me to wait upon the 
King, before I would embark on the Royal Cauſe. 

The King was juft return'd from his n Expe- 
dition into Lala, which his Majeſty had undertaken: 
contrary to the Advice of his Subjects; who ſeeing the 
Hopes of a Reſtoration deſtroyed at that Time, by the 
ill Succeſs of the Jacobites at Pre/ton and Dunblain, and 
by other concurring Circumſtances, would have deter- 
mined his Majeſty from unneceſſarily expoſing his Royal 
Perſon. But the King, notwithſtanding their Remon- 
ſtrances, embark'd on board a ſmall Fiſhing- Boat, attend- 
ed only by two Servants, and paſſing thro' the midſt of 
the Engliſb Fleet, that lay prepared to intercept him, 
landed in Scotland, which was certainly ſhewing the 
greateſt Contempt of Danger, eſpecially when the Cru- 
elty of the Englih Government, actuated by rigicide 
Principles, had extended itſelf fo far as to ſet 5 46 un- 
dred Thouſand Pounds Price on his Royal Head. 

I accordingly, in the Year 1716, had the Honour to 
be introduced to his Majeſty at Auinian. I was. ſtruck 
with a becoming Awe, when I beheld Hereditary Right 
ſhining in every Feature of his Countenance, The Po- 
liteneſs of Education illuſtrating the Majeſty of his Per- 
ſon ; how charmed was I, when I heard the Purity of 
Englih Language flowing from his Majeſty, warmly 
* the Sentiments of a true Briton, I was ſurpriz- 
ed to find him pointing out each particular Misfortune 
that Uſurpation had introduced into his native Country; 
and thus preventing my enumerating the long Catalogus 
of Calamities that I bad prepared to be the Subject of my 
melancholy Story. Through 
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Throughout his Majeſty's whole Diſcourſe, he appear- 
ed rather like a Patriot weeping over the Ruins of his 
Country, than an injur'd exiPd Monarch, lamenting his 
private Wrohgs, His Reſolutions inviolably to preſerve 
the eſtabliſhed Church of England; his juſt Senſe of the 
Neceſſity of frequent Parliaments ; his generous Deſire 
of freeing his Subjects from the unneceflary Burthen of 
Taxes ; his Abhorrence of Corruption; his Deteſtation 
of Tyranny, and his determined Deſign to hazard his 
Royal Perfon on every Occaſion that ſhould offer to reſ- 
cue his People from Deſtruction, attached me fo ſtrong- 

to his Majeſty's Perſon and Cauſe, that I hope my 

oyalty, which ſhall be my Companion to the Grave, 
will be the Characteriſtick to diſtinguiſh my Memory. 

Since that happy Interview with the King, I have di- 
rected all my Thoughts to his Majeſty's Service; and, 
however the Circumſtances of Affairs rendered it neceſ- 
fary for me, on ſome Occaſions, to temporiſe with the 
Government; yet, even then, I was endeavouring to 
ſerve the Royal Cauſe, which is a Truth very well known 
to many Perſons. 

The Diſpotick Government of England yearly fur- 
niſhes us with freſh Scenes of Cruelty and Tyranny. 
The wicked Sauth- Sea Scheme will be remembered to the 
lateft Poſterity ; and the King ſhewed ſuch an Abhor- 
xence to that deſtructive and corrupt Project, that when 
the famous Mr. Knight came to Rome, where his Majeſty 
then reſided, he was ordered to depart the City in 'T'wen- 
ty-four Hours Time.

Powers, out of German Views; he gratefully remember- 
ed their Loyalty to his Royal Uncle; and faid, That 
whenever it ſhould pleaſe to reſtore him to the 
Throne of his Anceſtors, the Proſperity of the City of 
London ſhould be his peculiar Care; he declared, that 
the reſtoring of their Charter to its primitive Luſtre, 
ſhou'd be the Earneſt he would give them of his fincere 
Reſolutions to maintain and protect them. 

Our preſent Governors, by their foreign Negotiations, 
have rendered Great-Britain the Scoff of Europe; the 
Meaſures we have purſued have impoveriſhed the Na- 
tion, by exorbitant Taxes ; and inſtead of holding the 
Balance of Power in their own Hands, they are reduced 
s meanly to implore the Protection of their Neighbours, 
” the Expence of the Treafure, Trade and Intereſt of 
e England. | 
- he Barbarity and Severity which the preſent Mini- 
1 ſtry illegally exerciſe, to deſt roy the Liberty of the Preſs, 
y deſerves the Attention of every Britiſ Subject. Con- 
5 ſcious of their own Guilt, they would willingly fkreen 

themſelves from the Rage of the People, by keeping 
a them in Ignorance ; and growing Bankrupts in Politicks 
8 would endeavour to ſupport their ſinking Credit, 
pompous Speeches from the Throne, and ſervile A 
ſes from their Parliamentary Penſioners. | 
They know, that ſhould the fatal Wounds they have 
made in the Conſtitution, be prob'd to the Bottom, 
and expoſed to publick View, the old Englib Spirit 
would no longer bear their ignominious Sway : T 
confider, that ſhould the Loyalty of the Majority of the 
Three Kingdoms, the Weaknefs of the Hanover Facti- 
'on, the preſent State of the Publick Debts, be ſet in a 
proper Light, and ſhewn to the whole World, Foreign 
Princes would ſcorn their impotent Alliance.. To con- 
ceal Truth is therefore become neceſſary to * the 
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German Succeſſion ; and conſequently, according to their 
uſual Maxim, thoſe who Print any Thing contrary to 
their Inclinations, muſt be proſecuted and deſtroyed ; 
the Laws of the Land are diſregarded, when they afford 
Protection to the Channels of Truth, and a Crew of 
Meflengers are made the Inftruments of their Fury, to 
plunder the Houſe, and arbitrarily impriſon the Servants 
of any Printer who has incurr'd their Difpleaſure, as has 
been lately the Caſe of Mr. MF. 

To enumerate all the Acts of Tyranny, Avarice and 
Cruelty that have diſtinguiſhed the former Reign and 
uſhered in the preſent, becomes unneceſſary in this Let- 
ter, for you bur too heavily feel the Weight of the intol- 
lerable Yoke of foreign . 

I could not bear to be any longer an unfortunate 
Spectator of the Miſeries of my Country, and accord- 
ingly I withdrew from it about four Years ago ; I ſcorn'd 
to keep my Seat in Parliament, where Bribery had more 
Weight than Truth, and where Corruption triumphed 
over Elocution. I have endeavoured during by Travels, 
to ſerve my King and my Country to the beſt of 
Power, and I flatter myſelf to his Majeſty's Satisfaction, 

The King of Spain moſt generouſly offer'd me his 
Royal Protection, and when the Siege of Gibraltar was 
undertaken, I was unwilling to loſe the Opportunity of 
learning ſomething of the Art of War, that I might 
know myſelf able to draw my Sword in Defence of the 
King's undoubted Right, and the Liberty of Cd England 
whenever the glorious Occaſion ſhould offer; it was with 
that ſingle View I ſerv'd the laſt Campaign, and the 
Government of England have taken it as a Pretence to 
ground an Accuſation againſt me. 

I have laid before you the principal Reaſons that deter- 
mined me to attach myſelf entirely to his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice, and that of the Royal Family, It is with Pleaſure 
that I have ſeen the Hopes of the future Proſperity of 
Old England flouriſhing in their Royal Highneſſes the 
Prince of J/ales and the Duke of York: Theſe Princes 
are admired by all that approach them, and the King's 
chief Care, in the Courſe of their Education, is, to in- 
ſtruct them fully in thoſe Maxims of Government that 
are neceſſary to make a Monarch happy who reigns over 
'a free and trading Nation. The 
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The ſevereſt Frowns of Fortune in the cruel, ungrateful 
Manner in which I am treated by a Set of Men whom 
my Father dragg'd from Obſcurity, ſhall never be able 
to deter me from purſuing the King's Intereſt with Stea- 
dineſs and Perſeverance ; when I conſider his * frag 
my undoubted lawful Sovereign, Duty enforces my Loy- 
alty and claims my Obedience; when I call to Mind his 
glorious Anceſtors whoſe Bounty raiſed my Family to 
the Dignity of Peerage, Gratitude demands my Zeal for 
the Proſperity of their Royal Deſcendant; and when I 
think on the generous Diſpoſition that adorns the King's 
Mind, his Majeſty ſeems to be pointed out by Providence 
to free us from Uſurpation and Tyranny, and to reſtore 
our Conſtitution to its primitive Glory. 

How happy are we to ſee the Neceſſity of Parties unit- 
ing to effect the Work of the Reſtoration, The Tories, 
according to their antient Principles, are obliged to ſup- 
port Hereditary Right; and the //b:gs, unleſs they ſcan- 
dalouſly depart from the Maxims of their Predeceſſors, 
are bound by their Conſciences to reſiſt Arbrtrary Power 
in whatever Shape it appears, tho' colour'd with the ſpa- 
cious Gloſs of Parliamentary Authority, like the Tyran- 
ny of the Reman Emperors, who, to delude the People, 
preſerved the Form of the Republican Government. 

Let us, therefore, with unwearied Zeal, labour to 
ſupport the Cauſe of our King and our Country, and to 
ſhake off the ignominious Load of Foreign Ulurpers.

Have not the meaneſt Took and worthleſs Party- Serib- 
blers been preferred to the higheſt Eccleſiaſtical Digni- 
ties? Has it not been the high Road to Preferment, to 
revile all Church Diſcipline and Power, to turn the high 
Myſteries of Religion into little better than Ridicule, as 
itneſs Dr. Hoadley's (the favourite Biſhop's) Plain Ac- 
count of the Sacrament ® Have not ſuch, who could pro- 
cure a few Vates for a Member of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, been, without any other Recommendation, ad- 
vanced, as Witneſs in Dr. Maddox, on that Account 
alone, made Biſhop of St. Aſaphb Have not ſome 
Biſhopricks been ſcandalouſly fold by the Uſurper's 
W hores, as in the Caſe of Dr. King, Archbiſhop of 
Dublin? In preſenting to all Cures, has Merit been 
look'd into, or -any other Qualification, than who had 
the greateſt Intereſt with the Miniſter? Have not the 
Biſhops wrote for, and warmly argued for theRepeal of the 
Teſt and Schiſn Acts“ Have they not generally been con- 
ſpicuous for treading in the dirty Steps of every Miniſtry, 
tho' engaged in Meaſures directly oppoſite to one ano- 
ther, which fows from nothing but a Conſcience too 
liable, and argues, the Church but ill provided with 
Paſtors who would defend her in Time of Danger? Was 
not the Convocation the ſame Barrier to the Liberties of 
the Engli/h Church, as the Parliament is to the Civil Li- 
berties of England? Was not the One deſigned to pre- 
vent the Extenſion of the Dioceſan's Prerogative, as the 
Other was to prevent the Regal Authority from being 
ſtretched without its legal Bounds? Is it not evident, 
that an uſeleſs Convocation, is the ſame with an uſeleſs 
and nominal Parliament? Is it not evident, that the 
Churches Privileges are extinguiſhed, and a Door open- 
ed to arbitrary Decrees of the Dioceſans, to Atheiſm, In- 
fidelity, and Prophaneſs, by deſtroying the Power of 
Convocations? Is it not Fact, that during the two laſt 
Reigns of the pens the Convocations have been to- 
tally ſuperſeded ?

Is not Lady Polly Nalpole, 
the Dutcheſs of Kendal, and the Counteſs of Yarmouth, 
laſting Monuments of the Exgliſß Nobility's being put 
on a Par with adulterous Baſtards and Whores? Have 
not exorbitant, nay, inſupportable Taxes been impoſed 
to ſerve Intereſts entirely foreign to the Concerns of Old 
England? Has not ſeveral hundred thouſand Lives, and 
a hundred Millions Sterling been expended to defend 
Holland and Hanover, Places with which England has 
no Connection? Was not Holland, before the Year 
1688, reduced to fo low a Paſs, that it could not ſupport 
itfelf ; and had not England at that Time the Trade of 
the whole World in its Hands? Is not Holland now 
rich arid powerful, extending an univerſal Commerce at 
the Expence of England ; and is not this owing to foreign 
Princes attending to foreign, inſtead of national Con- 
cerns? Was not Hanover the punieſt pooreſt Electorate 
in Germamy? Is it not now rich, ſwarming with Bri- 
i Money, its Subjects vying in nominal Dignities 
and Riches with the old Engl Peers? Has it not 
been the Centre of the Britiſh Coin? Arid has not uy 

Coin purchaſed Bremen and Verden, &c. to add to t 

Ele&orate? Is it not the annual Reſort of its Duke, 
attended by Multitudes of Enxgliſhmen, where the Expen- 
des run ſo high, that to W Otconomy is boked o 
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as unpardonable? Is not this draining the Nation of ita 
Wealth ; and if long perſiſted in, muſt reduce it to 
| Beggary and Paper Credit? Is not England ſixty Mil- 
lions in Debt, occaſioned by foreign Princes attending 


to foreign Concerns, by hiring all that would hire, give ' 


ing Subſidies, and, in the End, for becoming the Laugh 
and the Dupe of all Europe? Were not the German 
Princes ſo ſenſible, that England would be ſacrificed to 
the Intereſt of Hanover, that did they not refuſe to draw 
a Sword, when even their own Dominions were attack- 
ed, until Britain firſt paid their Troops? The Forty- 
eight Thouſand Pounds to the Duke de Aremberg, for 
putting the Auſtrian Troops in Motion is an Evidence 
of this. Is not England like to groan under heavier 
Burdens, by the extravagant Taxes laſt Year impoſed, 
and which will probably be encreaſed now as the Qcca- 
ſion is greater? Have not the Duties payable by the 
Merchants on Goods imported, enabled all Europe to un- 
derſel them? The Goods fit for Exportation have they 
not been taxed and exciſed? Have not other Nations 
run away with the valuable Wollen ManufaQtury, that 
old and ſure Source of Riches to England, and Means of 
employing the Poor? Have not the Miniſters of the 
Elector of Hanover diſcouraged every Propoſal for reſtor- 
ing that beneficial Branch of Trade? Has not this 
Diſcouragement obliged the poor Clothiers and Weavers, 
on account of the Lowneſs of their Wages, to retire to 
France, where they are ſerving England the ſame Sauce 
that the Flemings did Antwerp two hundred Years ago, 
when they brought over the Method of manufacturing 
our Wool? Is not the Linen ManufaQtury neglected, 
and whatever Parliamentary Puffs axe given ; yet, how 
can that Branch of our Manufacture thrive, when there 
is a ſevere Duty laid on all the Materials for Bleaching ? 
Do not theſe Duties allow Holland and Germany to under- 
ſel us? And, is it not evident, that theſe Duties are 
continued, and the Linen Manufactury diſcouraged, to 
enable the Duke of Brunſwick's German Subjects to fur- 
niſn our Plantations, as they can do it, at very eaſy 
Rates? As the National Debts are encreaſing, after 
what Manner can theſe concerned in the Publick Funds 
propoſe Payment, as the Sinking Fund has been ſacri- 
legiouſly proſtituted and miſpent in idle Negotiationg 
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experiſive Campaigns, and fruitleſs Parades ? | Is is not 
evident, that as the Debts have been annually encreaſ- 
ing, ſo the Delay of Payment muſt rn en- 


creaſe, and by political Arithmetick, in a few Years 
England muſt infallibly be bankrupt ? In this Situation, 
is it not rational to conſider what Methods are moft pro- 
per to ſecure the Proprietors of the publick Stocks? Can 
a Security from theſe who are {ſtill borrowing be reck- 
oned a good one? Is it not preferable to turn an Eye 
to a Family, whoſe higheſt Revenue fcarce ever amount- 
ed to a Third of what is now annually raiſed, and was 
ſeldom a Fourth; yet, with that, maintained the Ho- 
nour of England, and made itſelf reſpected by all Eu- 
rope? Can a Family, ſo viſibly detached from Britih 
Intereſt, mind the Concerns of a Briton, who aſſiſted 
their impatient, nay impetuous Cravings? Is it not 
more eligible to expect in due Time, Payment from 
Princes, natural Princes, who neither have, nor can have 
any foreign Concern, who have no Way to ſend Money 
out of the Kingdom, and whoſe Security muſt depend 
on the Affection of their People, as they have no Way 
of Retreat, nor any foreign Territory to take Shelter in, 
than from one, who the more he has got, the more he 
has demanded, the more the Cry has been againſt foreign 
Concerns, the more he is attended to them, the more 
the Diſſatisfaction at ſending Money abroad, the more 
he has practiſed it? Is there not, by joining to your 
natural Prince, an infallible Method of fatisfying in a 
little Time all the Public Debts? Is there not, by join- 
ing with the Uſurper, as infallible a View of being fur- 
ther drain'd, and never touching a Penny ; as the more 
you lend, the more will be aſked, and the more ſequeſ- 
trated for the Uſe of Hanover?
